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Note 3: Applicant's amendment adds new limitations to the independent claims, requiring further consideration and/or search. 

Note 1 1 : Most of Applicant's arguments are based on the proposed amendment. Since the amendment was not entered, these arguments 
are not applicable. Applicant also argues that Ishihara fails to disclose "performing a focus servo operation on an optical disc and at the 
same time determinig whether there is a reflection signal from the optical disc." Applicant argues that at step S2 of Ishihara, the tracking 
servo control has been turned on but the focus servo control has not. Ishihara does not explicitly disclose any focus servo operation: 
however, it is impossible to read information from the disc if it is out of focus. Therefore, if Ishihara reads information in step S2, a focus 
servo operation must have been performed. Any focus servo operation necessarily includes determining whether there is a reflection 
signal from the disc, since the reflection signal is required to determine whether or not the recording layer is in focus. 
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
